Transit fare increases amount- 
ing to $1,500,000 a year were 
sought today by the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. 

The company asked for au- 
thority to increase the charge 
for weekly rider permits, to 
eliminate tokens and establish 
additional 5-cent zone fares. 

The company’s petition for 
higher fares, the eighth in- 
crease sought in the last six 
years, was filed today with the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion in Jefferson City. The most 
recent fare increase went into 
effect last Nov. 16. 

Tokens are now sold at the 
rate of five for 90 cents, or 18 
cents each. The elimination of 
tokens will mean that non-per- 
mit riders will have to pay the 
20-cent straight cash fare. The 
company did not ask for an in- 
crease in the regular cash fare, 
but requested that the express 
cash fare be increased from 23 
to 25 cents. 
25-Cent Express Fare Sought. 


Costs would be advanced for ' 


many riders by the higher per- 
mit charges, the establishment 
of zones on 12 lines which do 
not have them, and the creation 
of additional zones on three lines 
which now have one zone.

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CLAIM ON AIDING 
PRESIDENT ‘BUNK 


Ferguson Says They Are 
‘Trying to Ride’ Eisen- 
hower Coattails to 


Congress Victory. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP) 
— Senator ‘Ferguson (Rep), 
Michigan, accused Democratic 
leaders today of spreading 
“bunk” and “trying to ride the 
President's coattails” toward 
Democratic capture of Congress 
next year. 

Ferguson, newly elected chair- 
man of the Republican Policy 
Committee in the Senate, said 
some Democrats are using “false 
and misleading information in 
saying their votes ‘saved’ Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's program.” 

His statement was obviously 

in reply to one issued over the 
weekend by Senator Lyndon B. 
Johnson (Dem.), Texas, the Sen- 
ate minority leader. Johnson 
said most of the President's 
rogram which passed at the 
ast session did so because of 
Democratic support. 
Ferguson called no names in 
his blast at Democratic party 
leaders, whose statements he 
termed “just bunk.” He said 
that “Republicans in the Eighty- 
third Congress gave overwhelm- 
ing support to the Eisenhower 
Administration.” 

He issued through his office 
here his analysis of Senate vot- 
ing in this year’s session. Fer- 
guson, who is up for re-election 
next year, is on a speaking tour 
in Michigan, and planned to use 
some of the material in the 
statement at a speech today in 
Gaylord. 

“The Democrats are using 
this voting issue as a Trojan 
horse, just to win an election, 
and the facts aren’t on their 
side,” he said. “They are just 
trying to ride the President's 
coattails.’ 

Johnson had declared that 
most of the opposition Ejisen- 
hower encountered this year 


came from G.O.P. ranks, and 
he said “many of his programs | 
could not even have . been | 
brought to the floor of either | 
House without Democratic help.” | 

Ferguson, on the other hand, | 
said he had checked 47 Senate 
roll call votes which “conceiv- | 
ably involved the President's | 
program” and had found that: 

“Fifty per cent or more of the 
Senate Democrats voted against 
the President's program 22 out 
of 47 times-or almost half the 
time, while 50 per cent or more 
Senate Republicans voted 
against it only four times. 

“In 30 cases out of 47, Sen- 
ate Republicans had more votes 
in support of the President's 
program than the combined 


‘nation that a Democratic-con- | 


against. This is an excellent 


record.” 


Ferguson did not specify the | 


issues on which these votes were | 
cast, 

He added that many parts of | 
the Eisenhower program went | 
through Congress without a rec- | 
ord vote. 

Ferguson said that, on the 
other hand, Democrats had 
blocked Hawallan statehood in a 
Senate committee, resisted Re- 
publican economy moves and 
obstructed efforts to get Gov- 
ernment out of competition with 
prvate business. 

“Democrats hope that by close 
identification with the FEisen- 
hower program, they will be 
able to benefit from the Presi- 
dent’s popularity,” Ferguson | 
said. | 

“They hope to convince the | 


trolled Congress will mean | 
smooth sailing for the Presi- | 
ident’s requests. 

“Once in control, however,

REBEL AT RAGIAL 
GLAUSE ON LOANS 


New U.S. Contracts for 
Farm Credit Contain 
Anti- Discrimination 
Provision. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (UP) 
~—Department of Agriculture of- 
ficlals expressed hope today that 
the Justice Department will find 
a way to “clear up” a new ra- 
cial rights controversy involving 
the farm price support program. 

In dispute is a clause which 
has been inserted in all contracts 
which the Department of Agri- 
culture signs with private banks 
which make crop loans on be- 
half of the Government. It stip- 
ulates that the banks must not 
exercise any form of racia] dis- 
crimination in their employment 
policies. 

Southern bankers have pro- 
tested against the requirement 
and some of them have threat- 
ened to quit handling price sup- 
port loans for the department. 

Potential Trouble. ~ 


One official conceded that if 
the banks did refuse to handle 
support loans, it could spell real 
trouble for the administration 
on the farm front. Banks now 
handle most of the loans, getting 
a share of the interest rate or a 
flat fee in payment. 


Only recently the department 
increased the interest rates on 
farm price support loans from 
three and a half to four per cent 
to keep banks interested in 
handling loans on corn, wheat, 
cotton and other farm crops. 
The extra interest was added to 
the banks’ share. 


John H. Davis, assistant Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and presi- 
dent of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, told reporters yes- 
terday after a half-hour session 
with a group of bankers that the 
touchy anti-discrimination clause 
would be passed on to Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell Jr. 

He said department lawyers 
inserted it when new contracts 
were drawn up last May. He 


said they felt it was required by 


an executive order issued by the 
late President Roosevelt in 1943, 


Never Used Before. 


The order required all gov- 
ernment agencies to include in 
contracts with private firms pro- 
visions obligating the contractor 
not to discriminate against em- 
ployes on the basis of race, color 
or creed. It was never previ- 
ously written into the depart- 
ment’s lending agency contracts, 
a spokesman said. 

Davis said the Justice Depart- 
|ment probably will be asked— 
either by President Eisenhower 
or Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
T. Benson—to determine if the 
clause belongs in the support 
loan contracts ard if so just how 
it should be interpreted. 

Department officials and bank- 
ers alike agree that in its pres- 


ent form the clause definitely 


would affect banks’ hiring and 
firing policies. 
Southern Viewpoint, 


_ R. G. Clawson, executive vice 
president of the Bank of Harts- 
ville, S.C., said, “we don’t want 
anyone except the boards of 
directors and management of 
banks to have anything to do 
with hiring and firing.” 

After attending the meeting 
with Davis, Clawson sald if the 
clause stays in hte CCC con- 
tracts, “some of the largest 
banks in South Carolina will 
not lend a penny” under the 
loan program.

POWER PLAN REVISED 


Interior Dept. Proposes 20- 
Year Contracts With 
Private Companies, 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 2) 
(AP)—The Department of In- 
terior yesterday proposed a 20- 
year contract with private power! 
companies in the Pacific North- 
west, designed to overcome 
earlier protests from industry 
aad public power agencies. 


“I think there will be no ma- 
jor objections to this version,” | 
said Paul J. Raver, administra-| 
tor of the Government agency | 
that sells power from big fed-} 
eral dams in the Pacific North-} 
west to public and private ysers.| 


He said three key points had/ 
been revised, although a few 
other points had been left un- 
changed. 


There was no immediate re-) 
action from the earlier critics, 
who said they needed more time 
to study the new proposal. Raver} 
said copies were sent to all con-| 
cerned, and they were asked to} 
make their replies by Sept. 10. | 


The proposal, which still has) 
to be approved by Secretary of! 
Interior McKay, has been dated) 
ete to go into effect 7 | 

The most controversial point! 
in the earlier proposal was 
changed. That was one that} 
would have stopped public 
power agencies from adding any 
new or expanded industrial serv-} 
ice requiring more than 10,000 
kilowatts a year from the Bonne- 
ville Power Administration. 

The new version prevents pub- 
lic and private agencies alike 
from adding 10,000- kilowatt 
customers. 

Raver reported in a press con- 
ference that there’ just was not 
enough power to go around. He 
said McKay had decided that 
householders and small power 
users should be taken care of 
first. Big industrial expansion 
in the Pacific Northwest will 
have to wait until Congress ap- 
proves many more dams, he said. 

Raver said the new proposal 
met two other main objections. 
One was handled by inserting a 
clause that none of the earlier 
rights ‘of public pewer agencies 
would be abrogated. The other 
was met by eliminating a pro- 
posal that costs of steam genera- 
tion be shared by all Bonneville! 

customers. 

The new proposal would al 
place five-year contracts. The 
private power firms had ob- 
jected earlier that they were| 
limited to five-year terms while 
industries and _ public power| 
bodies had contracts up to 20 
years long. 


WINDS FAN FOREST FIRES 
ACROSS NORTHERN ONTARIO 


TORONTO, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
Firefighters battling more than 
100 fires across northern On- 
tario’s timber!ands faced a new 
threat today as winds ranging 
up to 30 miles an hour fanned 
the flames. 

Although the situation took a 
serious turn along the 1200-mile 
front from Manitoba to Quebec, 
the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests hoped the 
fighters could get all the fires 
under control. 

The 1300 men fighting the 
blazes need rain to help them, 
but only scattered showers were 
predicted for today. Some parts 
of northern Ontario have been 
without rain for almost a month 
and about 15 fires break out 
every day in the tinder-dry for- 
ests. Yesterday fighters extin- 
guished 23 small fires, but 22/! 
others burned unchecked.

FRASER, COLAO, Sept. 2 (AP). 
Following is the text of the 
exchange of correspondence 
between President Eisen- 
hower and Premier Zahedi of 
Iran: 


ISENHOWER’S letter, dated 
Aug. 26: 

“I have received your letter 
of Aug. 26 regarding the prob- 
lems which:you face in Iran. 
The American people continue 
to be deeply interested in the 
independence of Iran and the 
well-being of the Iranian people. 
We have followed policies in 
Iran, as in other countries of the 
free world, designed to assist 
peoples of those countries to

The text of Secretary of State 

Dulles’s speech before the 

American Legion convention 
here teday: 


R. CHAIRMAN, Honored 

Guests, My Fellow Legion- 

naires: “I thank you for hav- 
ing invited me to this platform. 
By reason of your service to 
your country, you are a select 
group. By reason of the vigorous 
interest you have maintained in 
the affairs of your Government, 
you are an influential group. 

Our outgoing commander, Mr. 
Gough, and myself had’ talks 
which, at least from my point 
of view, have been profitable. It 
is my hope that such exchanges 
of views will continue under our 
incoming commander. 

We want to keep in close 
touch with each other. Fortu- 
nately, that is inevitable. You— 
and I am proud to be one of you 
—have penetrated the ranks of 
the State Department. Two out 
of five of the department's per- 
sonnel at home and abroad are 
veterans. We are glad of that. 
We want our foreign policies al- 
ways to reflect the patriotism of 
those who have fought for their 
country. 

My subject for today is Korea, 
which is a major theater of for- 
eign policy activity. 

THE ART OF PEACE. 

The Korean war began in a 
way in which wars often begin— 
a potential aggressor miscalcu- 
lated. From that we learn a 
lesson which we expect to apply 
in the intereSts of future peace. 

The lesson is this: If events 

are likely which will in fact 
lead us to fight; let us make 
clear our intention in advance; 
then we shall probably not 
have to fight. 

Big wars usually come about 
by mistake, not be design. Ag- 
gressive despots think they can 
make a grab unopposed, or op- 
posed but feebly. So, they grab. 
And to their surprise they find 
themselves involved in unex- 
pected opposition which means 
major war. 

Many believe that neither the 
First World War nor the Second 
World War would have occurred 
if the aggressor had known what 
the United States would do. It 
is even more probable that the 
Korean war would not have oc- 
curred if the aggressor had 
known what the United States 
would do. The Communists 
thought, and had reason to think, 
that they would not be opposed 
except by the then small and 
ill-equipped forces of the Repub- 
lic of Korea. They did not ex- 
pect what actually happened.

enemy prisoners to enjoy po- 
litical asylum. 


Let me explain why this 
principle is so important. 

The Soviet leaders fear that, 
if they were to launch a major 
war of aggression, many of 
their soldiers and airmen would 
seize the opportunity to desert 
or to allow themselves readily 
to be made prisoners. Such de- 
sertions are occurring even now. 
Therefore, the Soviet leaders 
hoped that the Korean armistice 
would establish a principle 
which would discourage future 
defections, and thus make their 
Red armies more dependable. 
They demanded, in Korea, that 
any who deserted or who were 
made prisoners, and who 
espoused the cause of freedom, 
must be forcibly returned to 
where they could be punished 
for their defection. 

In Europe, after the end of 
World War II, many who were 
claimed by the Soviets were 
forcibly returned, except as 
some elected suicide as a pref- 
erable fate. The Communists 
wanted the Korean armistice to 
elevate that practice into gen- 
erally accepted international 
law. We refused. 

This time, no Red army 
prisoners who want freedom 
will be sent back to captivity. 
A new and healthy principle 
has been established. As a 
result, from now on, the Red 
armies will be less dependable 
as tools of aggression. So in 
this way, too, we have in- 
creased the prospect of peace 
and added to the security of 
our nation.

To win peace is 
hard, if not harder, than to win 
a war. To achieve peace is a 
science, Indeed, it-is a most dif- 
ficult, sometimes a rugged 
science. 

Peace requires anticipating 
what it is that tempts an aggres- 
sor and letting him know in ad- 
vance that, if he does not exer- 
cise self-control, he may face a 
hard fight, perhaps a losing 
fight. 

The Korean war—the. third 
such war in our generation— 
should finally have taught us 
that if we can foresee aggres- 
sion which will cause us to fight, 
we should let this be known, so 
that the potential aggressor will 
take this into his calculations. 

This Administration intends to 
act realistically to win the battle 
for peace. 

AGGRESSORS REPELLED. 

Since there was a war in Ko- 
rea, it was vital that the out- 
come should justify the sacrifice 
made. It was important to es- 
tablish the fact that aggressors, 
hostile to the free world, cannot 
go on enlarging themselves by 
the conquest of small nations, 
until they become bloated with 
power and dizzy with “success.” 

This fact has been established 
in Korea. 

The aggressor, which initially 
overran all of Korea except a 
small beachhead at Pusan, has 
been thrown back to and beyond 
his point of beginning. He now 
controls 1500 fewer square miles

When I was in Freedom Village 
last month meeting returning 
prisoners, there were reports 
that the Communists intended 
to require a number of our men 
to serve prison sentences.

I at once made public a state- 
ment to the effect that the 
armistice agreement required 
the return of “all” prisoners 
who wanted to be returned and 
that, to us, “all” means “all.”

and 20,000,000 people have 
backed that will with enormous 
sacrifices.

We are worried about the dam that the presi- 
dential fishing party built on St. Louis creek 
near Fraser, Colo. Reporters were not admitted 
to the host ranch but press representatives could 
see President Eisenhower “working industrious- 
ly with a shovel,” to quote the Associated Press. 
Since Mr. Eisenhower is the head of the Federal 
Government that makes the dam to that extent 
a government dam.

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Improvement in the Budget 

The Administration’s new budget figures are 
highly encouraging, but not quite encouraging 
enough to justify the talk of further tax cuts 
which immediately broke out among Republican 
Congressmen. 

Thanks to further cuts in projected spending, 
largely due to the end of fighting in Korea, and 
to an increase in estimated tax receipts resulting 
from extension of the excess profits tax, it now 
appears that the deficit by next June will be 
$3,800,000,000 instead of the $5,800,000,000 fore- 
cast by President Eisenhower in May. 

The figures strongly suggest that Congress 
was right when it rejected the Administration's 
request, just a month ago, for an increase in 
the national debt limit. Though the exigencies 
of Treasury financing may still run the debt un- 
comfortably close to the limit, the need for a 
‘special session to raise the limit has diminished 
if not disappeared altogether. 

But to say that taxes can now safely be re- 
duced is something else again. A 1954 deficit 
of $3,800,000,000, while hearteningly below the 
previous estimate, would still be the third high- 
est since the end of World War II, exceeded 
only by the Korean war years of 1952 and 1953. 
It would not take much of a tax cut to push the 
deficit back up where it was before the Admin- 
istration revised the figures. 

There is, moreover, a large element of uncer- 


certainty in the new estimates of tax receipts. . 


Last May the Administration estimated receipts 
for the current year at $67,500,000,000, without 
the excess profits tax. In mid-July, Secretary 
Humphrey estimated them at $68,500,000,000 
with the excess profits tax.

Donnelly when they meet 
that each and every St. Louis State Senator 
and Representative is ready to vote for the 
legislation. A public pledge should be asked 
of each of these men now. They should be ap- 
proached in a reasonable mood, but if any of 
them remains bent on undermining his own 
community, then the community should know 
it.

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Learning About REA—in Time? 


Assistant Interior Secretary Aandahl, the Ad-

East St. Louis’s elected representatives have 
been most patient while the East St. Louis City 
Lines, Inc., and the striking AFL union of the 
employes engaged in fruitless negotiations.

After all 
it is a serious thing for a community of more 
than 80,000 people (approximately 100,000 
when the suburbs are counted) to be indefinite- 
ly without a transportation system.

This newspaper has felt that it would 
be generally unwise to exclude India, 
the most powerful non-Communist 
Asian nation, from the Korean peace 
conference. We have felt so in full 
realization that India contributed no 
fighting force agaimst Korean aggres- 
sion from the North, and that Indian 
participation might blur the Korean 
peace issue by introduction of other 
issues. India must be accounted a key 
to permanent Asian stability. 


The United States Administration po- 

sition, however, can be supported re- 
spectably on its merits. It is, in effect, 
that it is wiser to include only nations 
which were party to the Korean con- 
flict. This would include Soviet Russia, 
as an actual if silent contributor to the 
forces opposing the United Nations. 
By isolating the Communist side of the 
conference from any neutral go-be- 
tweens, it apparently was felt, the issue 
of sincerity of purpose—whether to 
peace or not—can best be examined. 
» Prime Minister Nehru feels strongly 
that a neutral India can bridge the gap 
between Communism and anti-Commu- 
nism in Asia. If peace is to last such a 
bridge will be rieeded. The Western 
world needs speaking in its behalf the 
voice of an Asian nation whose politi- 
cal independence is proof of the good 
faith of the West, but whose spirit of 
independence is proof that here is no 
captive satellite of the West.

Let us be clear about one thing. It 
is absurd for the conference to aim at 
the political unification of Korea. By 
resolutely excluding neutral Asian 
powers and related Asian topics from 
the negotiations, the United States has 
ruled out that flexibility of approach 
which alone would give the free-world 
bargaining power at the conference. 

The most realistic aim for the com- 
ing conference, beyond. settling the 
prisoner-of-war issue, is the withdrawal 
of foreign troops from North and South 
Korea. But both Syngman Rhee and 
the Communists must be convinced 
that the United States will give abso- 
lutely no support to any South Korean 
aggression. Only then, is withdrawal 
of all foreign troops feasible. 

‘This withdrawal, besides opening the 
way for enlarged negotiations, would 
clinch the argument with Dr. Rhee. It 
is anomalous, to say the least, for the 
United States to furnish him the club 
with which to hit it over the head.

In his straightforward statement of 
the reasons for this country’s opposi- 
tion to India’s participation in the Ko- 
rean political conference, Mr. Lodge 
has clarified a point which has caused 
much uninformed international ill-will. 

Mr. Lodge told the Political and Se- 
curity Committee of the General As- 
sembly that, to begin with, the known 
attitude of the Republic of Korea has 
forced this country to conclude that the 
participation of India would jeopardize 
the success of the conference. Our at- 
titude, Mr. Lodge made plain, covers 
all nonbelligerents in Korea; it is not 
opposition to India as India. The United 
States strongly favors the participation 
of India in any later conference. 

Nevertheless, the Indian representa- 
tive refused to withdraw India’s availa- 
bility for invitation or draft, on the 
ground that India strongly opposes the 
United States belief in an across-the- 
table, not an areund-the-table, confer- 
ence. This is the real point of conten- 
tion. It is a point which the Commu- 
nists must not be allowed to exploit 
for the creation of schism and enmity.

Korea or India, or the United States or 
Britain. It has been clear 
from the moment the curtain came up 
that the real villain is somebody else.

It is hard to avoid the impression at 
the current session of the United Na- 
tions Assembly that the United States 
is alienating the rest of the free world.

As one foreign dele- 
gate put it respecting the rigid Ameri- 
can stand announced in advance, there 
is plenty of debate in New York but 
little discussion or compromise. 

Ostensibly the reason Mr. Lodge is 
opposing the seating of India is his 
fear of what Syngman Rhee might do 
to upset the truce. But the Indian in- 
terest in a Korean settlement is a gen- 
uine one. While the general principle is 
unassailable that participation in the 
political conference should be limited 
to combatants, India’s great assistance 
in concluding the truce entitles her to 
special consideration. 

Instead, the United States appears 
willing to offend India, a nation of 
350,000,000 persons and the potential 
leader of non-Communist Asia, in order 
to conciliate Dr. Rhee, who presides 
over a nation of 25-30,000,000 and is 
almost totally dependent on American 
support. On grounds of arithmetic, if 
on no other ground, there is no sense 
in this niddle. In appeasing Dr. Rhee 
we have in effect given him a veto 
over American policy. 

The hope of keeping the conference 
concentrated on the Korean problem 
depends largely on whether this coun- 
try is willing to recognize that we must 
negotiate rather than attempt to dic- 
tate a peace. Only Mr. Vishinsky can 
benefit from the:impression being gen- 
erated that the United States merely 
is jumping through Rhee’s hoop.

Between Book Ends 


A Former Pupil of Mr. Chips 


TIME AND TIME AGAIN, by James Hilton. 

(Atlantic-Little, Brown: 306 pgs., $3.75.) 
~ Life is like that. Things happen time 
after time. The same, with some 
strange differences, from generation to 
generation. That was particularly true 
in the half century that saw two world 
wars, on echoing the other in their 
impact on two generations. James Hil- 
ton, pondering this, has been impelled 
to make it the theme of his latest book, 
pointing it up in the experiences of a 
man and his son, shadowed by the 
influences of the man’s father, time 
and time again. 

The man who has 
engaged Mr. Hil- 
ton’s attention is 
Charles Anderson, 
Englishman, son of 
Sir Havelock and 
father of Gerald. 
Centrally, it is the 
life story of Charles 
Anderson from his 
youth, when he 
studied at Brook- 
field under the 
well - remembered 
“Mr. Chips,” 
through a career 
in the diplomatic 
service up to the age of 52, a very 
correct and capable English gentleman, 
morally impeccable except that one 
time when he was quite young. 

He meant to marry the girl, but it 
wouldn’t have been a “suitable” mar- 
riage for a young man destined for 
the diplomatic service, so Sir Havelock 
adroitly stopped it from going any fur- 
ther. The incident is worth mentioning, 
because Mr, Hilton handles it with such 
restraint and taste, contrary to fashion. 


It wasn’t like that in the relations 
between Charles and Gerald because 
Charles was an understanding man who 
knew that time and time again was the 
pattern of life from generation to gen- 
eration. Not that Gerald at the age of 
17, at the story’s end, needed a father’s 
tolerance, but it was there if needed. 


It was Gerald, indeed, who put his 
father in the way of a new romance 
after prolonged widowerhood. More 
about that later on, for the romance is 
only in its beginning at the end of the 
story. In a way it is not a satisfying 
ending. Mr. Hilton recognizes that. 
Maybe he intended it to be so, for 
there is a hint from him that he may 
write more about Charles and Charles’s 
son one of these days. 

By the author’s contriving, the story 
ends right where it began, at a dinner 
in Paris on Gerald's seventeenth birth- 
day, but it was there that the father 
met, and fell in love with the woman 
who was the object of Gerald’s calf- 
love, so there could be plenty to tell 
in a second book about what happened 
from there on. What, in the present 
story, happened between them is told 
by means of flashbacks that are clever 
but sometimes a bit confusing. 

What the author gives in the flash- 
backs is a smoothly-moving panorama 
of life in the half century in England 
and on the continent and in the United 
States on diplomatic and high social 
levels, as background for development 
of the character of Charles Anderson 
as a typical British gentleman of the 
better sort. 

For here, as in other instances, Mr. 
Hilton has been more concerned about 
character than plot, with romance 
rather incidental. It is not over sus- 
penseful, except at the end, and even 
there it is rather suspension than sus- 
pense, something like the teaser of 
“continued in our next.” 

“Time and Time Again” is the Sep- 
tember selection of the Literary Guild, 
a fourth such honor for Mr. Hilton.

How Much Can Be Told About A-Bomb? BOARD GrARtD 


E know that the President is considering the advice to make 
W rani more information about atomic weapons. Reading 
what is said on one side and the other I am stuck with the 
fact that the men who knew all the secrets are not agreed on the 


vexed questions of public policy. 


Yet the general public can 
never be allowed to know, as a 
matter of fact will never be al- 
lowed to know, so much as the 
quite considerable number of 
scientists, mili- 
tary men, and 
high civilian of- 
ficials who have 
access to all the 
information 
thereis. In 
what sense, 
then, will a pub- 
lic with a little 
knowledge be 
capable of pass- 
in ‘. — 
on e critical 
military issues Lippmann. 
which have not yet been decided 
by those with all the knowledge? 

The practical conclusion which 
I draw from this is that the 
basic decisions must be made 
by the President and his ad- 
visers; if new information is to 
be published, it will have to be 
evidence in support of the de- 
cisions which have already been 
reached. 

What is most certainly not 
needed, is not desirable, and 
can do nothing but harm, would 
be a campaign, purporting to be 
educational but in fact propa- 
ganda, designed to heat up and 
to excite the public. 


Not Important for Decisions. 


This is a matter which cannot 
be dealt with by public debate. 
It is a matter for responsible 
leadership drawing its strength 
from the confidence of the na- 


on. 

Not knowing any of the se- 
crets myself, I feel free to ven- 
ture a guess as to why the really 
important secrets will not be 
published. From the point of 
view of those who have to make 
public policy, who have to de- 
cide how much to spend and on 
what kind of planes, bombs, and 
other devices, the fundamental 
secrets of how to make the 
bombs are of no importance 
whatsoever. 

They are important only to 
another government which does 
not yet know how to make 
bombs or how to make them as 
we make them. But this top se- 
cret scientific and engineering 
information has no importance 
to anyone who must make deci- 
sions of policy. 


The Adversary’s Capacity. 


When the President was the 
Supreme Commander in the war, 
he made the necessary decisions 
for the use of all kinds of weap- 
ons. I doubt very much whether 
he knew, or cared, how the 
bombs he used were made, or 
how a plane can be made to fly. 
He did know what the bombs 
and the planes that were avail- 
able could do when and as they 
were made. 

Now that kind of information 
about atomic weapons can never 
be published in a form which 
would permit anyone, now igna- 
rant of it, to make a responsible 
decision. Why do I say never? 
Because that kind of information 
is not scientific information at 
all. 

It has nothing to do with nu- 
clear physics or with engineer-

ing. It has to do with military 
intelligence and with the flexible 
strategy and tactics based on 
that intelligence. 

The kind of secret information 
which is necessary to a practical 
decision of public policy calls 
for knowledge, for estimates, 
for informed guesses, about the 
adversary’s capacity and about 
our capacity to deliver bombs on 
the targets each will, or might, 
select. 

This is not a stable set of 
facts, which once it is known 
correctly remains correct. In- 


with the varying and variable 
relations of targets, routes, 
bases, planes, bombs and other 
missiles, can never be published. 
For once published, the advers- 
ary can take measure which may 
convert into false information 
what may—before he knew it— 
have been true information. Or,

if it is false information, it en- 
ables him to take advantage of 
what he will then know to be 
faulty intelligence work. 


High Cost, Poor Prospect. 


Is there, we are bound to ask, 
any firm ground amidst all this 
secrecy and complexity upon 
which a public policy can be 
based? On the immediate prac- 
tical question of “defense” and 
“offense,” now being debated, 
there is, I believe, a firm ground 
of principle. If we assume that 
both the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. 
will fairly soon be capable of a 
devastating atomic offensive, 
what is the best defense? 

Is it to construct, parallel with 
the strategic air force, another 
great military establishment 
dedicated to a passive defense 
against the Soviet strategic air 
force? That might seem like the 
necessary and the right thing to 
do except that the cost is so high 
and the prospect of a really ade- 
quate passive defense so poor. 

The other conception of de- 
fense is to concentrate the 
money, the efforts, and the 
weapons available for passive 
defense on protecting the strate- 
gic air force itself — first its 
forces in being and then its 
source of supply. 


Passive Defense Impossible. 


On this view, if the adversary 
cannot knock out the strategic 
air force, he will never dare to 
attack the industrial cities. The 
target of an atomic Pearl Har- 
bor would have to be, not De- 
troit, New York or Washington, 
but the strategic air force itself. 
To attack the cities while the air 
force was capable of striking 
would be military lunacy. 

Since, as a matter of fact, it 
is impossible to defend passively 
the whole of the continental 
United States with anything ap- 
proaching certainty, much less 
to defend passively our allies in 
Western Europe, the idea that 
defense can consist in being 
able to repel all attacks is a 
fallacy. 

The true defense lies neces- 
sarily in the capacity to deter 
attack—which means to possess 
an offensive power that the 
adversary must respect and 
which he cannot destroy.

Patronage Also Hurts St.} 


Louis System, Frank L. 
Wright Says. 


“Politics and patronage” in 
the Board of Education are hurt- 
ing the St. Louis public school 
system, it was charged today by 
Frank L. Wright, a member of 
the School Board and former 


chairman of the Washington 
University education depart- 
ment. 


In a sharply worded article in 
the September issue of the 
American School d Journal, 
he said: “By any reasonable 
standards of measurement, the 
St. Louis Board of Education in 
the immediate past cannot be 
classed as strong.” 


“Unbelievable reports of con- 
niving of board members with 
each other, with business men 
and with school personnel have 
been related,” Wright declared. 

“It has been reported that 
board members have traded 
votes with each other in order to 
elect friends and to keep them 
in office, or to demote those 
whose greatest sin was that they 
couldn’t be ‘influenced.’” 

Political Support. 

Analyzing problems facing the 
school system, Wrigh* said “some 
of these involve state school law 
and needed legislation, but oth- 
ers relate’‘to individual board 
members, who may haye few of 
the qualifications of the good 
board member but who do have 
the political or sectarian sup- 
port necessary for election. 

“It seems peculiar that a ma- 
jority of a board of education 
would accept and grant special 
favors through the years, or al- 
low such favors, without discov- 
ering even a definition of the 
word patronage.” 

Wright, who was chairman of 
the Washington University edu- 
cation department for 28 years 
and is now professor emeritus 
of education, said “several edu- 
cators of repute” have left the 
St. Louis system in recent years 
“under a cloud.” 

In other cases, he said, “mem- 
hers of,the staff, who ought to 
have known better, have invest- 
ed their funds with a question- 
able board member and” have 
changed their bank accounts and 
dentists according to board mem- 
bership.” 

Divided Authority. 

As a result, Wright declared, 
educators who recognize the 
city’s previous educational con- 
tributions, “are asking them- 
selves: ‘Just what is happening 
in the St. Louis schools to- 
day?’ ” 

Part of the answer, Wright 
said, lies in a divided system of 
authority under which four ex- 
ecutive officers and the School 
Board attorney are responsible 
for different aspects of the 
school system. 

“Relatively few board mem- 

TS « have had as their 
chief motive in election the 
maintenance of a good public 
school system; fewer still had 
the slightest idea of the charac- 
teristics of such a system. 

Favors to Members. 

“It takes honesty and courage 
for a board member or a mem- 
ber of the staff to refuse to ac- 
cept a piano as a gift or to re- 
turn to the board money allowed 
him for “per diem’ traveling in 
excess of actual expenditures.” 

Wright, a member of the 
board since 1951, charged that 
union “employes of the school 
building department have op- 
posed unit control measures de- 
signed to end the divided sys- 
tem of authority at the top 
school level. 

“These employes, aided by the 
unions and certain school board 
members, their friends, have had 
sufficient influence to scuttle 
unit control legislation in the 


last two sessions of the state

Assails Protest Against Rul- 
ing Parochial Pupils Can- 
not Use Public Busses. 


Sharp issue was taken yester- 
day with Catholics who have 
protested against State Attorney 
General John M,.

MONDAY I HAD LUNCH in London, dinner 
in Paris. Tuesday I was swimming in the Med- 
iterranean. Normally—any of my friends will 
tell you this—I’m pretty trait but under the cir- 
cumstances, no. This sort of thing has got to 
be standard operating procedure for a lot of 
travelers but I doubt that I'll ever get used 
to it. Traveling, as my British friend pointed 
out, has got too bloody easy. You shouldn't be 
able to traverse the Atlantic so comfortably and 
so rapidly. There should be more adventure, 
more hardship, more a sense of achievement 
when you get there. 

“By George, we’ve done it! We've really done 
it!” a man should cry, after being buffeted about 
for a week or so on the Atlantic. At least, so 
this Briton felt. He comes from a nation of 
seafarers which is turning into a nation of air- 
farers and is finding the transition, if not dif- 
ficult, at least confusing.

“OBVIOUSLY BRITISH,” he said of our 
transoceanic fly. ‘“‘You see the crook of his 
right front leg. That's where he carries the 
umbrella.” 

I pointed out a certain impatience of move- 
ment which was indubitably American, a ten- 
dency to fly all over the place and meet just 
everyone, betraying a lack of discrimination no 
Briton would be guilty of. 

“Avoids the British coffee, you'll notice,” sajd 
the Briton triumphantly. ‘‘Must know all about 
it. British fly, obviously.” 

Actually, the coffee isn’t that bad and the 
food on BOAC is remarkably good, better than 
on some American airlines I could mention but 
won't. I have had some appalling meals in 
England. But, for some reason, the moment 
the British get on their own airlines or their 
own ships, they expect good food and get it. 
Conceivably this is why they travel so much. 

* 


THE BRITISH have been traveling for a long 
time, ever since the Crusades, and are rather 
better at it, or at least, calmer about it than 
we are. Americans, it seems to me, are per- 
‘petually making trains or planes. The schedule 
calls, let’s say. for two days in Venice and 
three days in Florence. They may be having 
a wonderful time in Venice and may be due 
for a miserable one in Florence. But off they 
go to Florence because that’s what the sched- 
ule says they must do. 

On the plane from Nice to Barcelona I met 
a Hollywood character who was rounding out a 
26-week tour of the world. He was bored to 
the point of screaming with travel; still, he was 
going to hop off and do Spain because the sched- 
ule said so. This is the modern counterpart of 
the travail my British friend complained was so 
lacking in modern travel. The planes are huge 
and comfortable and air-conditioned and mar- 
velously fast. But the traveler, to make up for 
the lack of ocean hardship, inflicts twice as 
many cathedrals on himself, three times as 
many languages, and a dizzying variety of foods. 
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ON THE SAME PLANE I met another ter- 
ribly weary world traveler named Adlai Steven- 
son. “I’ve wanted to take this trip all my life,” 
he confessed. But it hadn't, he admitted, been 
at all what he’d expected. Stevenson in his 
humility seriously thought he could go around 
the world as a private citizen, poke around by 
himself which he loves to do and take his time. 
Instead, he was banqueted by chiefs of state and 
ambassadors, briefed, handshaken to the point 
of complete intellectual exhaustion. “I just 
want to be let alone,” he said. 

And he wanted to go home. As Peter Flem- 
ing, the noted English traveler once wrote, 
going away isn’t always what it’s cracked up to 


be but coming home always is.

Pleated Cafe Curtains 
By Elizabeth Hillyer 


XTRA fullness makes extra 

handsome cafe curtains— 

you'll be seeing more of them 
pinch-pleated to hang as per- 
fectly as draperies, 

The usual straight flat piece 
of fabric may seem meager in 
some windows especially when 
the cafe curtain is used alone, 
and it’s sometimes a chore to 
keep rearranging the rings to 
make folds hang evenly. 

Pinch pleats make possible a 
much fuller curtain because they 
control the fullness, and the. way 
they space the folds makes them 
stay more evenly in place. The 
typical scallop effect at the 
top of the curtain can be the 
same with pinch pleats as with 
flat piece. 

The trick is to cut the top 
of the curtain as is shown in the 
sketch, with inches of straight 
top edge between each two scal- 
lops. For a scallop 4% inches 
wide, usually the best measure- 
ment, space between should be 
2% inches. 

Make the pinch pleat small 
copies of the kind used for 


draperies and sew the rings for 
hanging behind the center backs 
of each pleat group.

Ulcers in Children 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OST people think of peptic ulcer as a disease of adults 

—usually harried adults. Childhood and peptic ulcers 

simply don’t seem to go together. As we look back 
upon the days of our childhood, they seem comparatively 
serene, It hardly seems likely that peptic ulcer would 
develop in the peace and protection of childhood. 

Recent studies show otherwise. Peptic ulcer may be 
relatively common in children, from.infancy on. Dr. Ber- 
tram R. Girdany, pediatrician of the University of Pitts- 
burgh School of Medicine and of Children’s Hospital in 
Pittsburgh, has seen 45 children with peptic ulcer during 
the past year at Children’s Hospital, Pittsburgh. 

In 1951, Dr. Fay K. Alexander, radiologist at Fitzgerald- 
Mercy Hospital, Darby, Pa., reported 30 children of 254 
that he examined during the five years showed X-ray signs 
of duodenal ulcer. Like Dr. Girdany, Dr. Alexander thinks 
that duodenal ulcer is common in children. (The duodenum 
is the first part of the intestine immediately beyond the 
stomach and the place where ulcers occur.)

CHILDREN HAD pretty much the same symptoms as 
adults when the doctor questioned them very carefully. 
Pain usually occurred during the night, waking the child. 
Many children had abdominal distress in the morning upon 
arising. Some children noticed that milk relieved their pain. 

Sometimes vomiting was the first symptom, beginning 
during the night and awakening the child. Several children 
had cycles of vomiting. 

When the children showing X-ray evidence of ulcer 
were given ulcer treatment they improved. 

Under circumstances that would cause other children 
to cry loudly, those with ulcers sat quiet tense, with tears 
welling up in their eyes. 


THOUGH IT WASN’T ALWAYS possible for Dr. Gir- 
dany to discover the emotional situation in the child when 
the ulcer began, sometimes it was. Two children first com- 
plained of pain after the arrival of a first brother or sister. 
This oftentimes is more upsetting to children than parents 
realize. Where previously they have been the center of 
attention, they now have a competitor and indeed may tem- 
porarily feel all affection withdrawn from them in favor 
of the new baby. 

Four other children with ulcers had pain first at the 
beginning of school, where they had morning vomiting. 
The teacher of one of these youngsters noticed that the 
child turned white with tense fear whenever he was spoken 
to. 

Upsetting experiences that adults adjust to easily may 
cause a terrific emotional impact on some children. Like 
adults, they may develop peptic ulcer. Unlike adults, it’s 
harder to find out how they feel, what their sympctoms are, 
and what they are worrying about.

Fix It Yourself

If your tank hasn't been in- 
spected or cleaned for the past 
few years something should be 
done about it now. If you let it 
go too many years the solids in 
the tank will build up to such a 
point where they put the tank 
out of commission. 

Cleaning a septic tank is some- 
thing you don’t want to worry 
about during the winter because 
it can be a very expensive item. 
In the first place, snow over the 
ground makes it difficult to lo- 
cate the tank. Next is the fact 


‘that the ground is frozen which 


makes digging difficult, and last 
is the fact that a tank cleaned 
in cold weather will not function 
properly unless something like 
old sludge from a tank in oper- 
ation is added to start all the 
little bacteria back to work. 

As we've said before, no one 
in his right mind tries to clean 
his own septic tank. What you 
do is call in a concern which 
specializes in this work. These 
outfits have a tank truck so they 
can pump the contents of the 
tank into the truck and carry 
it off. Once the tank is cleaned 
and back in operation you can 
figure a couple of years before 
you have to worry about it 
again.

course to qualify, and the pro- 
gram is organized under direc- 
tion of a liaison person in each 
hospital.

She does all her own house- 
work, until recently made her 
own clothes, and takes time to be 
active in a study club, in the na- 
tional organization of war 
nurses, and in the lay activities 
of the Catholic Church. A gifted 
organizer, she was in charge of 
the Auxiliary’s conventions held 
in New York City in 1947 and 
again in 1952 and was national 
child welfare chairman just prior 
to her appointment to her pres- 
ent post of rehabilitation chair- 
man. 

A former tennis player, she 
has given that up in favor of 
watching baseball and is a rabid 
Brooklyn Dodger fan. She has 
no children but the door of her 
apartment is always open to 
visitors. Her famed hospitality, 
in fact, has gained her the title 
of “good neighbor,” and she 
lived up to it handsomely not 
long ago when she took a young 
girl from another country into 
her home for six weeks. 

She anticipates visiting every 
state in the union, Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii, and Pana- 
ma during her term of office, 
and dreams of making her first 
trip back to France since she left 
there at the close of World 
War I. 

But even after what promises 
to be the busiest year of her 
life, Betty Burdett doesn’t in- 
tend to stop working. 

“No, indeed,” she said. “After 
this, I think I'll do some volus- 
teer work for polio or cancer.”

And this, according to the 
description of my correspondent, 
North, was the course of play: 
“West led the club jack. (If he 
had selected the heart ace, there 
wouldn’t have been any prob- 
lem.) My partner, South, won 
with the queen, drew trumps, 
and then took the diamond fi- 
nesse. East won and led back 
a heart, and down we went! 


“My partner later claimed that 
he had played the hand correctly 
at duplicate. Did he?” 

No—I cannot agree that 
South's technique was correct. 
Even at match-point duplicate, 
the play that had the best chance 
to bring home the contract was 
the right play, and a possible 
overtrick was scarcely a consid- 
eration. Instead of taking the 
diamond finesse, South should 
have led a heart toward dummy, 
hoping the ace was in front of 
the K-Q. If it was, no diamond 
finesse would be required; if it 
wasn't the diamond finesse could 
be taken as a last resort. 

There are times, at duplicate, 
when it is worth while to play 
for overtricks even though do- 
ing so jeopardizes the contract, 
byt this can scarcely be true of 
a siam contract. There is rarely 
reason to feel that “everybody” 
will have bid the same slam: 
hence, simple fulfillment is good 
enough.

NE of the greatest trage- 
dies that can happen to 
any civilization is for its 
leaders to become politicians, 

By “leaders” we mean those 
committed to the solemn 
policy 
making, government and com- 
munications. 

By “politicians” we mean 
statesmen who have become 
victims of expediency, dupes 
of opportunism and Simple 
Simons of pragmatism. 

Mary motorists lose their 
way on long trips, but very 
few of them ever throw away 
the map. But in traveling 
through life so many today, 
not only get off the road, but 
they try to console themselves 
by saying there is no destiny, 
no right road.

THIS IS NOT the same as 
hypocrisy which is the pro- 
fession of standards but the 
refusal to act upon them. Nor 
is it the same as being sinful, 

. which means developing inner 
wounds through a refusal to 
live up to ideals. 

Rather the loss of standards 

is a refusal ¢o deny any or- 
der outside of self to which 
one should conform. This or- 
der is the natural law for all 
men which jncludes most “pa- 
gan religions”; the Old Testa- 
ment Law of the Jews and 
the fullness of Christian rev- 
elation for the Christians. 
, The rejection of these 
standards does not make a 
man a moral refugee because 
a refugee always knows and 
loves his country; rather it 
makes him like these so-called 
“citizens of the world” who 
belong to something so vague 
that they have no country to 
which thhey can pay their al- 
legiance. 


oe, Sey 

THE MAN who has no 
standards is like to a fool. 

A fool has been defined by 
Chesterton as “A man who 
has lost everything except his 
reason.” He means that a fool 
is so unrealistic as the deny 
any order outside himself to 
which he should conform, and 
by Which his actions are to be 
judged. His thought is always 
in accord with himself. Reali- 
ty equals his thought about 
reality. 

The fool thinks a triangle 
has four sides; the fool thinks 
he is Napoleon; the _ fool 


equates truth with what he 
calls truth, and morality with 
what he does. 

Too often today the good 
politician is understood not as 
a man who has some higher 
ideal from which he never 
deviates; he is rather one who 
so manupulatées his thinking, 
his actions, his promises as 
to maintain himself in public 
office, or to keep a mob fol- 
lowing him at all costs. 

To the extent that this be 
true, one who rejects stand- 
ards adores either the ungodly 
god of chance who is pro- 
pitiated under the title of the 
“double face,” or is endured 
under the name of necessity. 
In either case moral defeat 
follows.

THE LOSS OF FORM, of 
pattern, of law, of moral 


ideals, means a capitulation to 
the melting pot. 

The measuring rod which 
was meant to measure the 
mud, is thrown into the mud: 
the music which was to direct 
the symphony of civilization 
is thrown into discord; one 
settles down to a blending of 
incongruous and incompatible 
traditions and standards. Lit- 
erature then becomes stand- 
ardized, architecture imitation, 
and philosophy nothing but a 
syncretism of various systems. 

Imagine a university that 
would teach physics only by 
giving the student a summary 
of the various kinds of anti- 
quated methods of physics, but 
never the basic laws upon 
which he could develop the 
science. When students are 
told that philosophy is only 
the summary of contradictory 
systems of the past, they have 
nothing upon which to build 
their lives.

BY SHUTTING OUT GOD 
and morality as standards, 
there are those who think they 
are enlarging the sphere of 
the mind whereas they are 
actually contracting it. By 
contracting the spiritual boun- 
daries one is imprisoning him- 
self in a universe that is too 
small for the human heart. 
As God dissolves into the blue 
sky the shades of the prison 
house begin to fall and man 
begins to be his own jailer.
